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Ottawa, Oct. 3—Thg allied nations 
are not figuring’ on an early ending 
of the war. They are making plans 
for munition manufacturing this com- 
ing year on 9 larger scale than over. 
During the past twelve months the 
Imperial Munitions Board has spent 
on an average of $30,000,000 - a 
Month. There is every indication 
that during tho coming year this 
‘volume of business will not only be 
maintained but even largely increas- 
ed. 

‘The’ total expenditure 
board might even run as high as 
‘$50,000,000. The heavy intensive 
fighting in progress at present re- 
‘quires a tremendous expenditure of 
shells. In addition to their shell

With the British Army on the St. 
Quentin Sector, Oct. 3—Among the 
English divisions which have made 
deep’ gains in’ this sector “in the re- 
cent fighting fs the 46th, commanded 
by a major-general who..was.a, priv- 
ate in the “South African ‘war, It 
wag this division which. first crossed 
the Hindenburg. line at St. Quentin 
canal, north of Bellenglise, last Sun- 
day. - 
The entire ‘diviaton ‘attacked ‘tom 
a point 2,000 yards west of the canal 
and virtually annihilated all the Ger]: 
mans holding. the first Hindenburg 
ling there. Then, being unable to 
see 20 feet because of the dense fog, 
these soldiers followed the explosion 
of their barrage to. the canal ee 
where under the leadership of”: 
brigadier-general, already the bette 
of the Victoria Cross, they plunged 
into the water. “The ‘opposite bank 
was lined with German machine 
guns. F 
SWIM THE CANAL 


‘Some of the British wore lifebelts, 

removed’ for the ‘occasion from the 
“leave”: boats plying between Eng- 
land and France, ‘while, others plung- 
ed boldly in and: swam across’ life- 
lines. Only one man was drowned 
in the whole operation: 
Once on ‘the other side, the. men 
of this North Midlands “division 
plunged into the: fight, fought their 
way up the slippery canal banks, 
went: over the enemy parapets and 
‘finished off hundreds in évery ' sec. 
tion with bayonets and rifles and 
pistols fired at point-blank The 
terrified Germans just a little further 
back saw the performance and. ran 
for their lives. 


THESE MEN MADE HISTORY 


During the operations of a single 
day this division, by its dash .and 
quick fighting, took 4,200 prisoners, 
70 cannon, more than 1,000 machine 
guns and great quantities of war ma- 
terial. The total ‘casualty list of the 
division was only 800. This is re- 
garded by the British army as the 
greatest feat ever performed by a 
British division. — 

In addition to ‘the difficulties al- 
ready related the ground over which 
the men. attacked east of the canal 
lay between two hills, on either side 
of which the Germans had. their 
field guns. The smoke barrage and 
the terrible bombardment from the 
kept the . Germans 
fairly quiet until the canal had been 
crossed, but then: many- batteries be- 
gan firing down on the advancing 
Englishmen. In many instances the 
guns were charged by groups of Eng- 
lishmen and finished off in hand-to- 
hand fighting. 


INTO THE MOUTH OF CANNON 


One battery of ‘three 77s on: the 
top of a hill was especially obnoxious 
and part of a company charged right 
into the mouths of the guns with-the 
Germans firing point-blank with open 
sights. Luckily, they sent thg shells 
over the heads of the Englishmen. 

The Englishmen finally -reached 
the guns as they were firing on six 
tanks which trickled down into the 
battlefield ‘from the north, and every 
German gunner was bayonetted to 
death. Even today one of _ these 
German gunners is lying across his 
gun carriage with his hand on the 
breach block lever and: a. bayonet 
wound through his throat. 

During, the canal forcing an Eng- 
lish corporal discovered the Germans 
had not blown up a wagon bridge 
over the canal, so he got a handful 
of men first and finished off the en- 
emy’s machine gun post on this side 
of the bridge. Then, alone, he dash- 
ed across it, although there were 
probably a dozen machine guns 
shooting at him from the other bank, 
and jumped into a hole in the ground 
where three German pioneers . were 
waiting the order to throw the 
switch and blow up the bridge with 
demolition charges. 

The corporal bayonetted two of the 
men and accepted the surrender of 
the third, who offered to show him 
where the. charges were. The cor-

In The’ Newa ‘of 25th Septeinbés I 
Bee an article anent the suppression 
of. papers printed in enemy . alien 
languages. The~ following on the 
subject of suppressing German lan- 
guage -papers’ in’ the . States ‘may: in- 
terest readers of The News. Mr. 
Charles F. Hartman is a German by 
birth and hag lived seven years in 
the States... He. has written a pam- 
phfet’ on’ ‘the ‘subject of German lan: 
guage papers in’ America, and what 
he says is applicable to Canada. The 
following is an extract from his pam- 

phlet: 

“He had bean | a journalist in Ger- 
many and had worked at the same 
business in London before coming to 
America..He says, “I had. no inten- 
tion of continuing my journalistic 
career in this country. All I wanted 
was.to live and work ina country 
where the rights of the individual 
were guaranteed by a constitution 
made by the people for the ;people. 
In the beginning of my career’ in 
New York it‘seemed to be the natur- 
al thing to .mix with the German 


speaking ‘element. I bought and 
read the .German newspapers. I 
went. to German restaurants and 


theatres and found any number of 
German acquaintances who spoke 
‘and thought German. For a_ while 
1 “thought I lived in Germany. I 
never possessed a great talent for 
foreign languages, and was quite 
content for a while anyhow. 

*. “But gradually I felt the difference 
between my thoughts and_ the 
thoughts of* my acquaintances and 
my press. I could not help  recog- 
nizing the Prussianism among the 
great many Germans - ‘and German 
Americans. ‘The very things I hated 
the things that made me leave Ger- 
many, the intolerance and rigor, the 
conceit, the’ ‘know-it-all,’ and the 
‘know-everything-better,’ surrounded 
me’ daily. Together with these I 
noticed an aversion to everything 
American. I met every day: people 
who had established a business or 
lived in good positions, made money, 
and had everything they wanted. 
But very seldom did I hear a word 
of gratitude to the country that gave 
all these things. to them. 

“I started thinking and quit read- 
ing twice a day a German news- 
paper that was full of trifling inci- 
dents which had happened in some 
provincial German town, that - was 
full of scandalous sensations which 
had happened in this country, and 
always carried a long report of a 
half dozen German club meetings. I 
discovered all of'a sudden that these 
papers were to me of no educational 
value, as far as America and its 
fundamental principles were  con- 
cerned. I read only in the afternoon 
a German newspaper, and after a 
while I quit it altogether, only oc- 
casionally buying one here and there 
for the. sakg of curiosity. I set my- 
self up in business, sought acquaint- 
ances ‘among Americans, and studied 
American history. And I discovered 
America. . . . . Every once in 
a while I would go back to my Ger- 
man acquaintances, and I would feel 
more and more their stupidity, their 
ingratitude and their.absolute incap- 
acity to comprehend anything Amer- 
ican. Why this was I could _ not 
understand in the beginning, but it 
gradually dawned upon me. It twas 
the reading of the ‘German press 
that distracted their minds from 
things American. 

“They can not seg that, no matter 
how great German achievements 


‘may be in all the different branches 


of science and art, and that no mat- 
ter how wonderful their military re- 
sults in thig war may be, so far, they 
ultimately must lose, and positively 
deserve to lose, because their will is 
set against human rights ae xis 
“They cannot see that the Amer- 
ican ideal is greater and far more 
human than the German. Their press 
have, before America entered this 
war, filled them up with animosity 
against-the British and have always 
told them that German Kultur ig su- 
preme on earth ag an ethical ideal. 
. And although the German 
press now ‘refrairis ‘ffom ‘such utter- 
ances, Americans can not understand 
the extent to which damage is done. 
And that is why I am in favor of 
the suppression of the German press. 
. How many Germans and 
German-American citizens are in 
country. for ten, twenty, and 


read German newspapers, German 
books, and fill themselves up with 
things German, because it was never 
necessary for them to learn English 
save a few hundred words? They 
always could get along nicely with 
the German language. They never 
heard much about: American artists 
or poets or thinkers: They never 
tried to become familiar with Amer- 
ican ideals or American history. 
‘Save what they read in the German 
periodicals and publications about 
the great deeds of somg American of 
German’ extraction during the Civil 
War and at other periods. For most 
of these Germans America was al- 
ways an uncultured country popula- 
ted by money making sharks. They 
never learned how seriously this 
country always worked in the fields 
of science and art and ethics. Of 
course it would be foolish not to 
mention the exception. We have 
plenty of German-Americans in this 
country who love this land and know 
why. But these Americans one finds 
seldom in German circles, and still 
more seldom witli we find German 
newspapers in their homes.”

“The agitation for increased allow- 
ance and pensions among the sol- 
diers’ dependents today arises from 
the fact that with the present abnor- 
mal high cost. of living, the wife and 
the dependent mother, the widow 
and bereaved mother find the allow- 
ance and pensions absolutely inade- 
quate.

half pay compulsory, it was said that 
this sum could be set aside by the 
thrifty wife to provide against the 
rainy day which wag bound to come 
at the close of the war. The cost.of 
living is so high that there hag been 
nothing left to the wifs but to use 
this half pay.

is inadequate is proved from the gov-]} 


ernment’s own report (Labor Gazette) 
quoting from the August issue, which 
shows that the cost of food for a 
family of five ig $56.35 a month. The 
following is an approximate cost of 
such a family in Calgary:

Is the soldier's wife or dependent 
to be forced to spend to the last cent 
in order to live, and be unable to 
provide against 6ld age by placing a 
small competence in the bank? 


The allowance of $70 has obviously 
been more than cut in half since it 
was fixed by the government, by the 
depreciation of the purchasing power 
of the dollar, which is equal now to 
only 43 cents. 

That the child’s pension or patriotic 
allowance ceases at the age of 16 
years leaves but one conclusion in the 
average mind, and that is that the 
government means that the soldiers’ 
sons or daughters are not to finish 
their high school course or to attend 
university. Is this proving that “the 
best ig none too good for our brave 
heroes and their families,” the 
phrase that has already sickened 
most of the heartsore dependents? 
The soldier is the only man today 
who has not had his pay increased 
since war was declared, and yet to 
be logical, and to put aside senti- 
ment for a moment, were his work— 
in war times—to be let out by tender 
it would of necessity be the highest 
paid work in the world. 


Below are a few parallel examples 
of pre-war wages and wages of today 
and the public is asked to consider 
the condition under which the soldier 
works, the working hours 24 per day, 
365 days in the year. The depend- 
ents of soldiers only ask that at least 
the same _ consideration be given 
them that the dependents of the men 
at home are getting.

memorial embodying that resolution 
signed by all public and semi-public 
bodies and citizens generally was 
being forwarded to Ottawa. Local 
members of the Dominion parliament 
in Vancouver are also backing up 
this appeal. 

Mrs. Morley also received informa- 
tion last night by wire that the Rot- 
ary clubs and Boards of Trade of 
both Vancouver and Victoria were 
assisting in this ca.apaign.

“And It came to pass, when the 

evil_spirit from God was- upon: Saul, 
that David took the harp and played 
with his hand: so Saul was refresued 
and was well, and the evil spirit de- 
parted from him—Sam. 16: 23. 
- It is_very evident that the incident 
here recorded was written at an ear- 
ly period- in Israel’s history, since 
the writer completely ignores the 
idea of a personal devil, and unhesi- 
tatingly ascribes the malady with 
which -Saul wag afflicted to Divine 
agency. 

At an early period in the religious 
development of Israel, natural events 
were ascribed to Jehovah, the- nat- 
fonal God. If it rained, they would 
say “Jehovah rains,” and the idea of 
Divine intervention in nature presen- 
ted to a primitive people none of the 
difficulties which suggest themselves 
to the modern mind. If this fact 
were borne in mind, that the litera- 
ture of the Bible should be studied in 
the light of the age in which it was 
produced, very many of the difficul- 
ties of _ interpretation would be 
solved. ; . 

We. are reminded in this passage 
of the marvellous effect which music 
has upon the mind of man, and the 
very important part it has played in 
the religious development of man- 
kind, — 

Probably of all the arts which man 
has acquired, and by which hg has 
learned to express the mysteries of 
his ‘spiritual being, none is capable 
of-such a- wide range ag that of 


music. Even the brute creation re- 


sponds ‘to the harmony of sound. 
“Music hath charms to soothe the 
savage breast,” and the soul of the 
most enlightened responds with 
keenest sorrow or inexpressible joy 
to its mysterious sway So, by his 
skill on the harp, David charmed the 
evil spirit from King Saul and re- 
stored the mind of the monarch to 
sanity and peace. . 

Instead of a sermon on thg rela- 
tion of Music and Religion, or to the 
science of mental healing, we desire’ 
to call the attention of our readers to 
& poem by, Robert Browning sugges- 
ted by this incident,’ A thoughtful 
reading of “Saul” will indicate how 
the Word of God—the Bible—may be 
enriched and beautified when 
touched by the quickening imagina- 
tion and spiritual appreciation of a 
richly gifted and deeply — religious 
personality. 

David has been summoned to play 
for the king, who, for three days has 
silently agomized, “drear and stark, 
blind and dumb” in the silence and 
darkness of the royal tent. Fear- 
lessly, the young minstrel enters the 
tent and tunes his harp to play; that 
by his music he may awaken memory 
and rouse the soul of Saul from its 
lethargy. 

First he plays the tunes which the 
sheep know and those which awaken 
a responsive chord in beast and bird 
—then “the help-tunes of th reapers, 
their wine songs, when hand grasps 
hand, eye lighfs eye in good friend- 
ship, and great hearts expand and 
aN one in the sense of this world's 
ife.”” 

The interest. deepens ag the musi- 
cian expresses the common joys and 
sorrows of mankind, but only when 
he gives utterance to the music of 
religious worship does Saul zive any 
evidence of life.

“How good is»man’s life, the’ mere 
living! How fit. to employ all the 
heart and the’ soul and the senses 
forever in joy!” ~The. growing: am- 
bition of the king-and- the glorious 
deeds: which ‘surpass fame are used 
by the singer to liindle a-new {nte- 
rest in the mind of the king.

{s now wide awake, but not comfor- 
ted, and the next song shows that 
the greatnesg of Saul does not le 
in his mortal life, but in the far- 
reaching influence of his great deeds, 
The hope of such immortality. reach- 
es the soul and restores thg mind of 
the king ‘to its former glory to the 
manhood which was his—“erg error 
had kent the broad brow from daily 
communion.”

In the complete dedication of him- 
self to hig ministry of love, David 
himself is awakened ‘to the glory of 
a new life—every act of self surren- 
der has brought him into closer fel- 
lowship with the infinite and unfail- 
ing love of God. The love which is 
in hig nature does not eclipse the 
love of God, but rather interprets it. 
David realizes at last that all the ef- 
fort he has put forth. to save Saul 
from failure and to restore him to a 
new light and a new life has been 
prompted by the constraining love of 
God. 

Man’s power to believe, his, un- 
quenchable hope, hig unfailing devo- 
tion, is due to the Power greater than 


j bis own which makeg for righteous- 


ness. 

The greatness of man lieg not in 
his present attainments, but in the 
unrealized aspirations of his soul. 
““TMg not what man does which «x- 
alts him, but what man would do.” 

In the intensity of the experience 
through which the soul-winner jas- 
sed, he is led to see that the fulness 
of Divine Love ig expressed in terms 
of human life. With prophetic in- 
sight he discovers that God ig most 
truly God when He becomes incar- 
nate In the Christ. The Word made 
flesh reaches with saving grace the 
depths of human need. “ ‘Tis the 
weakness in strength that I cry for! 
My flesh that I seek in the Godhead! 
I seek and I find it. O Saul, it shall 
be A Face like my face that receives 
thee! A Man like to me thou shalt 
love and be loved by forever: A Hand 
like this hand shall throw open the 
gates of new life to thee! See the 
Christ stand!” 

The space at our disposal prevents 
one from enlarging upon the wonder- 
fully suggestive ideas contained in 
this splendid poem. Ong also feels 
that the attempt to analyze such a 
masterpiece igs rather presumptuous. 
But if, through the reading of this, 
any are led’ to read for themselves 
thig intensely spiritual interpretation 
of an Old Testament story, our effort 
shall not have been in vain, and’ the 
reader will surely be refreshed by 


this wonderful song.

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PROVINCIAL 
HAIL INSURANCE 


The Hail Insurance District of Al- 
barta hag now ‘been in operation for 
five years. The District comprises 
26 municipal districts and embraces 
a total area of somewhat over four 
and a half milMon acres. 


The losses payable by the Hail In- 
surance Board for damage by hail 
throughout the Hail Insurance Dis- 
trict during the past season were in 
round numbefs $160,000. The reve- 
nue required to pay these losses is 
derived from two sources, first the 
flat rate of 5c. per’ acre on all the 
assessable land in the Hail Insurance 
District. This flat rate is fixed by 
the law at 5c an acre and was levied 
during the spring of this year. The 
balance required is obtained by a 
levy of a rate per acre on all thg land 
under crop during the season. This 
rate was fixed on October Ist by the 
Hail Insurance Board at 8c. per acre. 

Tho losses of this year were the 
lowest of any of the five years since 
the Hail Insurance District was 
formed. The losses for the five 
years are as follows:— 


1914 $191,173 
1915 e 358,469 
1916 565,897 
1917 468,897 
1918 158,122

AGRASH AT NIGHT 


By LIEUT. A. H. CLEGG. 


My first crash in an aeroplane in- 
creased rather than diminished my 
belief in the safety of flying. 

I was attached to the R.A.F. squad- 
ron in England, which provided a 
thorough practical training for pilots 
and observers in all phases of night- 
flying. 

One night I was detailed to ac- 
company a pilot on a_ sixty miles' 
reconnaissance. We were to find 
our way to a certain aerodrome thirty 
miles away, fire a whit, Verey light 
over it, and return. 

It was midnight when we started, 
and the waning moon was well up 
in the heavens. After gaining suffi- 
cient height we turned west. In 
about forty minutes we were over 
our objective. I fired a white light 
ag a friendly signal to those below, 
and we turned east for home, with 
the nose of the machine well down. 

After covering about six miles I 
‘noted with anxiety long 
flameg issuing from the 
pipes. 
to the thermometer as_ he 
the louvres and throttled down the 
engine in order to get the tempera- 
ture down. 

We lost height but the temperature 
remained the same. Finally, ag the 
‘rev.’ counter began to show less and 
less revolutions, we decided to land. 
A large open piece of ground below 
seemed just the right place. We 
began to descend. When about two 
hundred feet from the ground a row 
of trees backed by an old farmhouse 
loomed up in front of us. 

With great presence of mind my 
pilot pulled the machine round just 
in time for the right wing tips to 
clear the trees. By now the engine 
had completely stopped and we were 
compelled to Jand, although a tall 
hawthorn hedge, about eighty yards 


in front of us threatened disaster. 

Ag the wheels touched the plowed 
ground at about seventy miles per 
hour, my pilot tried again to swing 
the machine round to the left to pre- 
vent a collision with the hedge. The 
left wheel buried itself completely 
while the machine swung completely 
round with startling suddenness, 
dipped its nose into the earth, and 
turned a complete somersault. 

The sudden impact threw me clear 
from my nacelle in front, almost 
without my realizing it, and while 
I lay on the ground I heard with 
terrifying distinctness, ‘‘Crjy-rump!” 
as the machine turned over and set- 
tled on its back. I sorted myself 
out from the tail pieces, minus one 
flying boot, which was still in the 
nacelle, and walked round the wreck- 
age in search of my pilot. 

To my great surprisg and relief 
he coolly crept from his inverted 
“office” absolutely unhurt. We made 
for the farmhouse nearby, and when 
at last we succeeded in finding an 
entrance, a startled voice from an 
upperwindow enquired who we were.

The 
jcost of insurance under the plan 
‘ this year was a little over three per 
| cent., and the average cost for the 
five years was a little over 544% 


There are some features of the 
plan under which the present Dis- 
trict {s working that are not as sat- 
isfactory as they might be, and it is 
probable that the present Hail In- 
surance District will be disorgan- 
ized some time next year. At the 
next municipal elections the new plan 
of municiral hail insurance ag _ provi- 
ded by the Hail Insurancg Act pas- 
sed at the last session of the Legis- 
lature will be submitted to the rate- 
payers of the municipal districts, 
and if the plan is approved by 465 of 
these municipal districts, a new Hall 
Insurance District will be formed 
| to work under the new Act. It is 
= that the new -plan hag oli- 


minated practically all of the objec- 
tions to the old plan. The plan has 
been approved by the annual con- 
vention of the U.I.A. and the Alber- 


ta organization of Local Improve- 
ment Districts and Rural Munici- 
palities, and it ig believed it will 


commend itself to the farmers of 
the Province. 
There are two radical changes 


proposed in the new Act, one is that 
all the revenue required will be 
levied on the crop area only, so that 
the cost will fall entirely on those 
who receive the benefit. The other 
is that the farmer-may insure his 
crop for either $6 or $8 per acre, or 
he may, if he desires, withdraw any 
part or all of his crop from the oper- 
ation of the Act entirely. This re- 
moves the idea of compulsion almost 
entirely from thg plan, which is one 
of the’ greatest objections urged 
against the present Act. 

If the new. plan is approved and a 
new Hail Insurance District is 
formed the head offices will be moved 
to Calgary. 


UNIVERSITY NOTES. 


30th: ig regis- 
tration: day.at the University. of Al-|' 
berta. On that day time-tables will 
be available and rooms allotted to 
resident students. Lectures will be- 
gin on the morning of ‘Tuesday, Oct- 
ober 1. j Z : 

To. date seventy registrations have 
passed through the ~ Registrar’s 
hands and cards. of admission to 
lectures have been issued. Judging 
from these and from enquirics, the 
registration in Medicine. is some- 
what larger than in former years. 
Three or four students are taking 
the first year’s work in Dentistry, 
which will be offered in conjunction 
with the medical course. In the 
other faculties the registration pro- 
mises. to be somewhat smaller than 
in previous years, with a larger per- 
centage .of women. 

The new term opens with the ad- 
dition of several members to the 
staff. Miss Mabel Patrick, Honours 
graduate of the Department of 
Household Science of the University 
of Toronto, will take charge of the 
new courses being offered in House- 
hold Science. In this subject two 
degrees will be offered, that of B.A. 


{n Household Economics which will 
be open to all matriculants, and that 
of B.Sc in -Household Economics, 
open only to graduates of the prov- 
incial- schools of agriculture. Con- 
siderable interest is being shown in 
the inception of this work. 

In the department of physics, Miss 
L. A. Smith, Honours graduate of 
McGill University has been appoint- 
It is 
worthy of note that the whole staff 
of the physics department as it ex- 
{sted before the war, is now engaged 
{in military service. Mr. Boyle is 
carrying on research work with the 
British Admiralty; Mr. Smith is do- 
ing scientific work in the Aviation 
department of the British army, and 
Captain McLeod is with the British 
artillery in France. 

To replace assistant professor 
Burt in the department of history, 
Mr. M. H. Long has been appointed. 
Mr. Long ig an Honours graduate of 
McGill University, and was subse- 
quently a-Rhodes scholar at Oxford, 
and an Honours graduate in History 
of that institution. He has been for 
some years head of the department 
of history in the Victoria High school 
of ‘Edmonton and is widely known 
as a well-trained and ambitious stu- 
dent of history. . 

Miss Christine Fabb has been ap- 
pointed to take charge of the physi- 
cal education of women during the 
coming: session. Miss Fabb is a 
graduate of Chelsea Physical Train- 
ing College, London and has had 
wide experience in the work in Eng- 
land and Canada. It ig hoped that 
this appaointment will lead to great 
{mprovement in the physical condi- 
tion of women students. Miss Fabb 
will work in association with the 
director of Medical service. 

The correspondence department 
newly established at the University 
has been taken over from the Instit- 
ute of Technology and Art, Calgary. 
This department will conduct corres- 
pondence courses for teachers in the 
‘province -holding a second class cer- 
tificate and ambitious to secure aca- 
demic qualifications of the first 
class certificate. The staff consists 
of Miss M. J. Bratney, formerly prin- 
cipal ‘of Ottawa Ladies’ College, Miss 
M. McCuaig, B.A., -McGill, and Miss] ~ 
Annie Norrington, B.Sc, Manitoba. 
The direction of this: work is in the 
hands of Mr. D. S. McKenzie. 

Owing to the need for more space 
partitions are being erected at the 
north and south ends of the two main 
corridors. In addition a good start 
has been made in levelling and seed- 
ing down the ground in the front of 
the main Arts. building. This has 
ereatly improved the appearance of 
the grounds, where already the new 
grass is beginning to show. 

During the summer many _addi- 
tions have been made to the Library 
of the department of extension, and 
also to the supply of lantern slides 
and films for the moving picture 
machines. These are now being pre- 


pared for circulation and it is hoped 
that the people: of the province, es- 
pecially in the more remote parts, 
will avail themselves of the oppor- 
tunity which this department of the 
University offers.
